SEED  CORN 

Pickett  Yellow  Dent.  Bright  yellow,  ears  fair 
size,  ripening  medium  early,  stalks  medium  size, 
grain  good  length.  I expect  to  have  two  grades 
of  Pickett  corn,  one  will  be  more  true  to  type 
than  the  other.  The  No.  2 will  produce  just  as 
good  corn  for  the  silo  as  the  first  grade.  Price 
first  grade,  $3.50  per  bu;  second  grade  $2.75.
